LUNCHEON AT PALACE. 


‘Berlin Specialist Doubts Wheth- 
er American’s Sore Throat 
Will Allow Him to 
Lecture. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICACO TRIBUNE, ] 

BERLIN, May 10.—Kaiser Wilhelm and 
Theodore Roosevelt today clasped hands on 
the marble steps of the New palace at Pots- 
dam. 

The meeting between the world’s two chief 
‘exponents of the strenuous life was cardial 
and friendly in the extreme. 

Clad in the picturesque white uniform of 
the garde du corps, with a helmet surmounted 
by a shimmering silver eagie, the kaiser 
looked every inch the war lord immortalized 


Roosevelt stood shaking hands vigorously 
and enthusiastically for almost a full minute. 

The Roosevc:t party bad arrived at Berlin 
@ few minutes before by a special train, and 
after the formalities of presentation to the 
kaiserin, and crown prince, and other mem- 
bers of the imperial household were over, the 
kaiser escorted his guests into the jaspér 
gallery where luncheon was served at small 
tables. Mrs. Roosevelt walked in on the 
arm of the kaiser, and the former president 
escorted the empress. 


Kaiser and Colonel in Corner. 

The luncheon was strictly informal, and 
there were no speeches. When it was over, 
the kaiser took possession of Col. Roosevelt 
and, piloting him into a corner, engaged him 
immediately in most animated conversation. 
History probably will be deprived of the 
knowledge of what was talked about, but 
whatever it was both the emperor and Col. 
Roosevelt resorted frequently to gestures 
with arms, fists and heads to drive home their 
meaning and emphasize their points. 

In the long chamber, hung with old masters, 
with beautiful views through the French win- 
dows of the park, six tables were laid for the 
company, which numbered about fifty. Two 
chief tables were in the middie. At one sat 
the kaiser with crown princess on his right, 
and Mrs. Roosevelt on his left. 

Palace Luncheon Guests. 

On Mrs. Roosevelt's left was Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, the imperial chancellor. Oth- 
ers at this table were Gen. von Plessen, Count 
Zu Eulenberg, the American naval attaché, 
Ambassador Hill, Kermit Roosevelt, end 
Gen. von Loedenfeld. 

At the second chief table sat the empress, 
with the crown prince on her right, and Col, 
Roosevelt on her left. On Redsévelt’s Jett 
was the kaiser’s young daughter 


»>were the American military attaché, Ethel 


foreign affairs; Countese Keller, 
Solms-Baruth, and Mrs. Hill. 
Finally the emperor took the Rgosevelt 
family in an automobile to Sans Souci pal- 
ace for a look at the royal residence hallowed 
with memories of Frederick the Great.. The 
colonel recalled the claims of the kaiser’s 
great warrior ancestor to American interest, 
how he forbade England's hired Hessian 
troops to cross Prussian soll, and Frederick's 
profound admiration for Washington. 


Motor Back to the Embassy. 

Then, after a visit which had lasted from 
1 o'clock until 5, the Roosevelts motored 
back to the American embassy in Berlin in 
one of the imperial automobiles. 

Whether it was due to his elocutionary 
contest with the kaiser or to the raw, rainy 
weather which prevailed in Berlin through- 
out the day, Col. Roosevelt reached the em- 
bassy considerably hoarser than when he ar- 
rived in Berlin. Early in the forenoon his 
throat was so sore he. found it difficult to 
speak with any trace of freedom or good 
humor to Commander Peary, who was await- 
ing the former president, the explorer hav- 
ing delayed his departure for Rome two days 
for the purpose of greeting the colonel. 

On his return to the embassy the colonel 
submitted to an examination at the hands 
of Prof. Frankel, one of Germany's most 
celebrated throat specialists. He was found 
to-bé suffering with an acute but benign case 
of laryngitis, an after effect of bronchitis of

who have dwelt some time in the tropics. 


May Have to Give Up Outing. 

Until the former president has been re- 
examined tomorrow morning, Prof. Frankel 
declined to say whether it would be prudent 
for him to watch on horseback the spectac- 
ular sham battle which the kaiser. arranged 
for his amusement at Doeberitz. 

The specialist also expressed skepticism 
régarding Col. Roosevelt's ability to deliver 
his university lecture on Thursday. If he 
speaks at all it will have to be in the sofest 
accents, and everything savoring of ex- 
posure or strain ‘must be religiously avoided. 

It had. been arranged that the colonel 
should dine at the embassy tonight, but the 
dinner was a case of * Hamlet ” without the 
Prince of Denmark. Col. Roosevelt dined in 
his own room, as he is anxious to save his 
yoice for his lecture. 

Americans All Disappointed, 

‘Some 1,500 Americans went to meet Col. 
Roosevelt in the morning, bat they were not 
allowed near enough to the station to witness 
his unimpressive arrival from Stockholm, 
They would have been welcome as a decora- 


tion on the bare platform. A regrettable inci- | 


dent occurred when the royal carriages failed 
to reach the station In time, and Ambassador 
Hill was missing from the officials who had 
gathered to greet the former president. This 
was due to a misunderstanding regarding the 
arrival of the special train. |

ing disfigured. : 

Attorney B. V. Becker, who, at @ pinch, 
might tip the scales at 120 pounds, was the 
hero of the act. Pushing his way between 
the wrathful antagonists, and thereby en- 
dangering his own countenance, he com- 
manded them to sit down—and they sat. 
That was the end of the fight and also of 
the meeting. 

Lie Passed; Swing Started. 

Words spoken in anger passed between Mr. 
Sprague and Mr. Walker; fighting words, 
they say. In fact, Mr. Walker says himself 
that he called Mr. Sprague a “ Har,” and 
thereby started that geytleman into giving 
voice to a threat to “beat his head off,” 
which he. and other witnesses says was fol- 
lowe# by a maneuver known in pugilistic 
parlance as a left hand swing.

New York Theater Closed and.a 


New York, May 10.—[{Special.]—Mayor 
Gaynor, who closed the New York theater on 
Monday, said today that the action was 
taken because he considered the play “ The 
Girl with the Whooping Cough” was inde- 
cent. Two complaints, the mayor said, came 
from heads of newspapers in this city. 

The mayor's action was madeeasy because 
the license of the theater had expired and a 
renewal was refused unless the play was 
taken off. Assurances were not forthcoming 
and the house was closed. 

The mayor obtained a book of the play, and 
after reading it through did not indanything 
particularly objectionable in it: Then he 
had one of his stenographers go to the the- 
ater and take verbatim notes of the words 
spoken on the stage. This stenographic re 
port convinced the mayor that the play was 
too salacious, as objectionable lines were 
interpolated by the players. 


Mayor Gets Stenographic Report. 

The mayor did not see the show himself, 
but the stenographer’s minutes persuaded 
‘him that it ought to be closed. He had 
Police Commissioner Baker send’ an official 
report to him on the character of the play, 
so that he could deal with the matter in a way 
that would not seem arbitrary. Then Abra- 
ham Erlanger, owner of the theater, and Al 
Woods, who is running the play, were com- 
municated with.

Cullom Is Made Target for In- 
_ quiries, by ‘Members of the 
Upper House. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 10.—[Special.j— 
No sign of any intention on the part of Sena- 
tor Lorimer to resign, to request an investiga- 
tion of the charges of corruption affecting 
his election, or to vacate his seat temporarily 
pending inquiry was received today in the 
senate. 

With one legislator indicted for buying 
the votes that elected him and three others 
confessing having been bought, the silence 
of Mr. Lorimer is considered by his colleagues 
to be nothing if not peculiar. 

Mr. Lorimer was expected in Washington 
today and all decision on a course of action 
in his case had been suspended pending his 
appearance on this scene. He was to have 
been called inte conference with the senate 
leaders immediately upon his arrival. But 
he did not come and information as-to his 
plans was not forthcoming from any authori- 
tative source. - At his office it was stated that 
his private secretary had been recalled to 
Chicago and the senator himself prébably 
would not be here this week. 


‘Senator Cullom Is Target. 

Senator Cullom was a target throughout 
the day of inquiries from his colleagues con- 
cerning what he had heard from Mr. Lorimer 
or concerning hig plans. But Mr. Cullom 
could tell them nothing. He has heard noth- 
ing from Mr. Lortmer directly or indirectly 
since the breaking of the big bribery scandal. 

Senator Burrows, chairmen of the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, which wilt be 
charged with the investigation of the affair 
in case the senate acts; also received frequent 
inquiries as to whether he had heard from 
Mr. Lorimer. 


Burrows Asks for Details. 
The chairman of the elections committee 


eagerly asked for the latest intelligence of 
the graft investigation, particularly as to 


whether there had been any additional con-:' 


fessions of bribery. He betrayed much anx- 
lety concerning the affair, but refused to 
make any comment thereon for publication. 

Late in the afternoon the story was circu- 
lated in the senate to the effect that Link and 
Beckemeyer had repudiated their confes- 
sions, This aroused hopes that the scandal 
had flashed in the pan-and the senate would 
be spared further humiliation. Later it 
turned out the report was false and had been 
circulated originally by a member of con- 
gress known as a Lorimer henchman. 

The scandal apparently is getting on the 
nerves of many senate leaders, and the con- 
viction is growing that a decided move must 
be made to satisfy the country that the dis- 
tinguished body is not regarding the bribery 
disclosures with tolerance. 


Stir Is Kept Up. 

The eastern newspapers carry lengthy ac- 
counts of the Cook county grand jury inves- 
tigation in every edition, and the affair is 
the talk of congress. The senators are re- 
minded of “ bribery in the Illinois senator- 
ship” on every side. 

The “ bathroom boys " and “‘ $1,000 for your 
vote’ are expressions that have become by- 
words about tlhe capitol. 

There are several senators who, it is known, 
stand ready to introduce # resolution imme- 
diately for an investigation of the charges of 
corruption. They have been held back so far 
by respect for senatorial courtesy and the 
arguments of leaders that Senator Lorimer 
should be given a little more time ih which to 
take the initiative himself. Therefore, as the 
‘situation stands tonight the senate still is 
waiting to hear from the man.under fire.

Mr. Brandeis obtained an admission from

given in another case subsequent to his 
activity in the Cunningham cases and prior 
to his becoming secretary of the interior. 


Ballinger Explains Course. 

Mr. Ballinger said he had not called these 
rulings to the attention of the president to 
assist him in reaching a conclusion on the 
L. A. Glavis charges because he did not 
think there was any law to sustain them. 

The committee decided ‘to grant the re- 
quest of Attorney Brandeis that Oscar Law- 
ler, assistant attorney general for the in- 
terior department, be asked to fyrnish the 
original or copies in his possession of the 
memorandum which he prepared for the 
president last September, and which Mr. 
Brandeis hag intimated the president fol- 
lowed in writing his letter vindicating Bal- 
linger and dismissing Glavis. By unanimous 
vote, the committe refused to ask the presi- 
dent fot similar information.

Heated Argument in Senate. 

Acrimony and argument existed through- 
out the senate’s consideration of the railroad 
bili, Senators Piles, Lodge, and Bristow 
were the regular speakers, but there were 
sO many interruptions that at times it was 
difficult to determine who held the floor.

Mercharits Loan and Trust ‘Company 
Notifies Correspondents of Change 
in National Deposit System.

IRGENTI, Sicily, Feb. 25.—This is a won- 

derful place, this Girgenti! Lovely and 

lovable for its beautiful temples, its 

almond orchards, and its olive groves. 

Even the modern city, handed down in- 
tact from the middle ages, is remarkable for its 
many beautiful buildings and ‘for its location, 
“ene of the finest in Europe. Guirgenti is a good 
Place to rest. It is a good place to study emi- 
gration. 

The city occupies the side and crest of a 
long hilt, which rises a thousand feet above 
an old plateau, worn into ravines and valleys 
| ‘with gently sloping sides. From the crest of 
the hill one looks straight down to the sea, five 
miles away. To the right is Port Empedocles, 
@ scafaring town of 11,000 inhabitants, with 
an emigration to the United States even greater 
than that of Girgenti. The town perpetuates 
the names of Empedocies, who, 426 years before 
the Christian era, perfected a republican form 
of government here.

Some Interesting Old Buildings. 


Girgenti, with 22,000 inhabitants, is the cap- 
al of the province of the samé name. It con- 


tains some interesting Middle Age buildings, 


@mong which churches predominate. At one 
end of town is a smail garden, the palace of the 


- prefect, a great prison, a military barracks and 


headquarters for the provincial carabinieri. At 
the opposite end, on the highest point of the 
city, is the loftily situated fine old cathedral. 


A single well paved street runs the length of 


the town. This is bordered by substantial 
stone buildings, in good taste. To the right and 
left of this street narrow. lanes, often steep 
fer the 
town is on @ steep slope. Once off the main 
theroughfare, evidence of poverty is seen at 
every turn, Little mules, laden with oranges, 
are helped up and down steep stone stairways 
into little courtyards, often paved and fairly 
clean, sometimes not paved and foul and muddy. 
Here they. are unloaded and find lodgment for 
the night in the single-room house of their 
owner. 

In a room fifteen feet square in the upper 
part of the town, I found a4 woman whose hus- 
band is in the United States. The floor of the 
room was of rough earth. Im one corner was a 
pile of straw and a tiny donkey, worth per- 
haps $7. In another corner, opposite the door, 
was @ rude fireplace, over which this woman, 
with the aid of a handful:of straw, was pre- 
paring a meal of vegetable stew and home 
made macaroni. The .room was filled with 
emoke, which must make its way out the door, 
for there is no window.and no chimney. The 
door shut, the room is quite dark. At night, 
with the emoke, the donkey, and half a dozen 
ehickens, you can imagine what it must be! 
A pale faced baby was taking care of itself in 
a home made go-cart. The only light in the 


,room except that of the fire was a little clay 


lamp, differing from thoge of the Greek and 
Roman times only in its handle. 


Boys Gamble in Street. 

In an ancient chufch on: the way to the 
temples is a shrine to the ma#@onna,- about 
which are many ex votos—wax arms, legs, 
faces, and other bits of human anatomy. Boys 
gamble in the streets and young and old men 
in the barrooms, In one I saw something look- 
ing like a roulette wheel. In afi adjoining room 
was a marionette show. For 8 cents the boys 
gain admission to a little hall, twelve by twen- 
ty feet, filled with wooden benches. I did not 
witness a performance, but the obliging pro- 
prietor showed me how the figures are man- 
aged. First he showed me the figures them- 
selves, They are about four feet high, ex- 
ceedingly well made, and come from Palermo. 
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All represent knights, clad in full suits of mail, 
or other notables of the days of Charlemagne. 
The few boys present at the private perform- 
ance identified each figure as it was produced 
and called it by name. 

I asked to be shown a characteristic act. 
Two knights were introduced upon the little 
stage, each worked by strings by a man &t the 
side. The knights saluted, lowered their 
visors, drew forth their swords, and began 
hacking at each other. These marionette per- 


formances have a refnote antiquity and extend 
from Italy far into the orient. 


Emigrate to Get Money. 


Girgentians emigrate to get money to build 
a house, buy an acre or 60 of land, or a cart. 
The majority are peasant laborers; few are 
sulphur miners. Many sulphur miners out of 
work have not yet found means to emigrate. 
There is little remunerative work in the vicin- 
ity for an able bodied man. Four years ago a 
few stonecutters emigrated; they did not suc- 
ceed, 

A rather large percentage of the peasant 
emigrants are sons of petty property owners, 
with farms worth from. $200 to $800. Ten 
years ago the land was loaded with debt. 
Crops had failed and the peasants borrowed 
money for seed grain. Renters at the end of 
the harvest found themsélves poorer than be- 
fore. They borrowed money at 24 per cent. 
The contracts showed 7 per cent, the difference 
being deducted from the loan. 

Land about here would have gone into the 
hands of the loan shark@ if American money 
had not paid off mortgages. There is little 
land today burdened with! debt. Returning 
emigrants purchase land. Wheat land and 
slimond groves are worth $100 an acre; gar- 
den land, $66; pasture land, $3. 

At least half of those now in the United 
States will remain. About & per cent have be- 
come citizens. That no more have become citi- 
zens is because they are ignorant and because 
no ome guides them. The town has improved 
greatly becatise of emigration. Those who re- 
turn are more refined. They speak and act 
like educated men. Crime has diminished. 
Formerly homicides were common. Homicides 
are due to quarrels ove? women, or for re- 
venge. Crime now is largely vandalism and 
theft. 

The agent marvels that we should show such 
rigor against desirable emigrants. He is as- 
tonished.at our inhumanity in separating fam- 
ilies. “You have no good heart in your bosom, 
to look: calmly and see families broken up be- 
cause one member has trachoma.” Some fam- 
ilies have the courage, as he puts it, to leave 
a daughter to her fate; others have not. 
“Why not receive them all and cure the tra- 
choma afflicted in a hospital?’ 


Buying Tickets to America. 


Three men came to the agent's office while 
we were ta'king. They stood by submissively, 
with hats in hand, for nearly an hour. One 
had spent fourteen months in Rochester ag a 
‘‘shoveler.” His brothér and the third man 
came to arrange for tickets to New York. The 
two brothers are about 86, fair looking men, 
in good corduroy suits and soft shirts. The 
third man is 40. with a seamed face, and tn the 
keen struggle tn the United States is Mkely to 
have difficuity. The brother who ts returning 
would take his wife and two children if his 
wife were not sickly and would not be able to

Repeated ‘wrangles over authorities end 
statutes found attorneys at the end of the 
day well worm out. Exasperated and tired, 
Attorney Samuel Adams, representing Mrs. 
Dean, separated from his colleagues in abrupt 
fashion and gave the impression that failure 
to win points in the conference out of court 
was more depressing than to endure adverse 
rulings while court was in session. 


Defense Holds Whip Hand? 

Attorney 8. H. Keatifig, senior counsel} for 
the Dean sisters, weathered the day’s pro- 
ceedings and was little disturbed. Keating,, 
however, has‘in his possession the disputed 
“copy books,”’ filled with Mrs. Dean's non- 
descript French. With documents in 
safe custody the defense feels that it holds 
the whip hand in the case, and if a settle- 
ment is reached out of court it will be be- 
cause the plaintiff fears the publicity should 
the contents of these copy books be offered 
as evidence. 

If Mrs. Dean and her lawyers are convinced 
that they cannot prevent the introduction of 
the copy books then a settlement may be

HISTORY DOES NOTALWA\'S REPEAT 

A historic episode in the annals of con- 
gress. it is interesting to recall at the 
present time. 

The present governor of Colorado, the 
Hon, John F. Shafroth, during the cam- 
paign of 1902 ran for congress in the 
First district of that state, and having re- 
ceived a majority of votes cast was de- 
clared elected, taking his seat in the Fifty- 


| eighth congress. 


But owing to charges of fraud made 
by the Repwblicans against the Demo- 
crats, Mr. Shafroth’s election was con- 
tested by his opponent, Mr. Robert W. 
Bonynge, dnd the contest was duly 
brought into the house, where by order 
of the committee the ballots were turned 
over to Mr. Shafroth himself to examine. 

Before the time allotted him had ex- 
pired, Mr. Shafroth rose in his seat in 
the house and made a brief address, the 
gist of which was as follows: 

On Thursday afternoon I commenced examining 
the ballots, and continued doing so during Thurs- 
day, Friday, and Saturday. I do not believe that 
2,792 illegal votes were cast (that being my me- 
jority a@# returned), yet my examination disclosed 
the fact that the assurances which I had received 
as to the regularity of the votes in many of the 
precincts were not trpe, and that there were illegal 
votes therein which tainted the polls, and the polle 
sO tainted gave me a greater plurality than my 
returned majority in the district. 

The fact was a bitter disappointment to me, 
but nevertheless true. 

The law is that when a poll ts tainted by fraud 
and it is impossible to purge the poll of the fraudu- 
lent votes, the vote of the entire precinct, legal 
and illegal, must be thrown out. 

The committee has given me every opportunity to 
ascertain the tllegal vote so as to save the valid 
vote in those precincts. Until I saw the ballots 
last Thursday I thought the illegal vote could be 
detected and separated from the legal! vote, but I 
must confese that my inspection has convinoed me 
that it is impossible to Go so in this case. . . 

I 4i4 my best to have an honestelection. . .. 
I have always been in favor of pure politics, and 
when the test is appMed to an election at which 
I was voted for as one of the candidates upen the 
ticket I should not shirk my duty or change my 
convictions concerning honest elections. 

I therefore will say to the committee on elections 
No. 2 and to the members of the house that they 
can seat Mr. Bonynge at their earliest convenience. 


Mr. Shafroth had been sexplicitly and 
publicly exonerated of blame by his op- 
ponent, and as it was pointed out by the 
chairman of the committee on elections 
the irregularity, while it carried his vote 
with it, was not made for his special 
benefit nor with special reference to him. 

But John F. Shafroth refused to hold 
an office upon which there was any taint 
of fraud, however guiltless he was and 
was admitted to be. 

The house gose to his act, and the peo- 
ple have remembered it. He is chief ex- 
ecutive of his state today. 

The American people do not knowingly 
honor a man without honor,, nor do they 
trust such a man.

The police have found the man who 
drove the automobile. Now it is up to 
the grand jury to indict the man. His 
trial and conviction should follow. Too 
many chauffeurs guilty of manslaughter 
have been allowed to go free. An. ex- 
ample should be made of this man, so as 
to put the fear of the law into the rest 
of his tribe. .

It is only fair to Prince Esper Uchtomskti, 
who ‘has a numbér of friends in this country 
and who spent some fime in the United States 
in the epring of 1904, to place on record that 
in the recent general assembly of the Rus- 
sian nobles at St. Petersburg, at which all 
the provincial councils of nobility were repre- 
sented by delegates, he vigorously opposed, 
and, at that, almost single handed, the re- 
actionary resolutions which éxcept for him 
would have been voted unanimously by the 
convention. 

When the prince moved a resolution of ap- 
psoval of the energy of Premier Stolypin in 
reforming the abuses of the government ad- 
ministration tn general and of the police in 
particular, he was voted down on the ground 
that any censure of the established tnstitu- 
tions and of the authorities was calculated 
to impair the respect which the masses ought 
to have for their supériors. Prince Dchtom- 
ski voted against the resolutions of the as- 
sembly excluding the Jews from the profes- 
sions of physician, dentist, lawyer, and 
chemist, and barring them from the public 
schools. In fact, he opposed all the anti- 
Semitic recommendations of the congress, 
and also vigorously protested against the 
movement in favor of restricting the admis- 
sion of children of the peasantry to schools 
and universities. 

If I omll attention to this it is because 
Uchtomski can boast of a greater degree of 
intimacy with his sovereign than any other 
newspaper editor or proprietor in Europe, 
the prince owning the Viedomosti, the most 
influential and widely read newspaper at 
St. Petersburg, as well as the oldest, having 
been founded by Peter the Great. The friend- 
ship between Emperor Nicholas and the 
prince dates from the former's boyhood, long, 
indeed, before his accession to the throne. In 
those days the prince was a subordinate offi- 
‘celal of the department of the interior at St. 
Petersburg, and his close relations with the 
young czarovitch were @ source of so much 
jealousy on the part of his superiors that he 
was repeatedly denied promotion.

Indeed. when Nicholas insisted on his 
joining his party at the time of his memorable 
trip to India, China and Japan, a tour brought 
toa sudden. and dramatic close dy the attempt 
to murder the Russian heir apparent in the 
Land of the Rising Sun, every possible obsta- 
cle was placed in the way of Uchtomskti's 
going by hig chiefs of the interio? department. 

At the @fst audience granted by Nicholas 
after becoming czar to the minister of the 
interior, the latter, with the object of ingra- 
tiating himself, submitted to his sovereign 
for signature a decree elevating - Prince 
Uchtomski to one of the principal posts of the 
department, which led the emperor to remark 
sarcastically that it had taken the minister 
and his associates a long time to becomé con- 
vyinced of the real worth of his friend, for 
whom,\however, he had other intentions, and 
with that he laid the decree on one side with- 
out signing it. 

Shortly afterward the prince resigned his 
post in. the department of the interior and 
blossomed forth as the editor and the proprie- 
tor of the Vieddamosti, which ts held to reflect 
the persona] views and personal policies of 
the emperor. Since it has been under the 
management of the prince it has been entirely 
independent Of the imperial censor, and de- 
fies all the rules and regulations of the latter. 
In fact, for a time,.the prince made.a point 
of devoting the entire third page of his paper 
every day to a thoroughly truthful and alto- 
gether unvarnished portrayal of the condi- 
tion of affairs in the interior of Russia, de- 
seribing scenes that no foreign correspondent 
would venture to send to his paper without 
feeling convinced that he was practically 
inviting expulsion by the police,

The prince, it is true, was taken to task by 
the minister of the interior. But he eurtly 
informed him that it was of great importance 
for people in high places to know exactly the 
condition of affairs in the interior of -the 
empire, and that there was only one will and 
one pleasure to consider in Russia—namely: 
that of the czar, and, inasmuch as the latter 
made no objection whatsoever to the articles, 
there was no call for any one else to take ex- 
ception thereto. : 

The czar, besides obtaining for his friend 
the editorship and owhership of this news- 
paper, likewige created him a councilor of 
state, a chamberlain, and @ master of the 
ceremonies, with the object of establishing 
his status at court; and some time later, when 
the Russo-Chinese bank was organized by 
the Muscovite government, the emperor ap- 
pointed his friend, the prince, as president 
and governor thereof, é;

Uchtomski belongs to the most ancient 
Muscovite nobility, being descended, like the 
emperor himself, from the house of Rurik, 
and when the czar wished privately to ascer- 
tain through other than official sources the 
reason why the people of the United States 
were according their sympathy to Japan 
rather than to Russia if the. war of 1904, he 
dispatched the prince to this country. It was 
the report of Uchtomski to the czar about 
the conditions then existing at the Russian 
embassy at Washington, and of the offense 
created by the peculiar domestic arrange- 
ments of the envoy, which caused Nicholas to 
recall Count Cassini, who was only given 
after some delay the minor post of ambassa 
‘dor at Madrid on the exprpes understanding.
